Tbo eounlry was 
bein;; discovered, and its latent resourees 
laid bare tn tlio eyes of tiie outside 
AvorlJ, to u uuich iireater e.Meiit lliaii 
ever liofore. It was uatiinil to roa.SDii 
tlint spi'inBiuK from this iiiovcuieiit 
would be an era flf development, ii 
peiiiid durinc which the extent of the 
liiil li ii uealth of the province would be 
St rikiiiijly domonstniled. 

Capital Becoming Interested 
I'roni this inovenieiil. the Siirveynr-

umbia was attrnetin;; world-wide atten- 
tion. I.unilier liiul to be obtniued nnd 
iiutsiders engused iu the Imsinoss wei'i> 
lieninnins- to realize that it could be 
fiiiuiil in nhiiost incximustible fiunnti- 
lies in this seetion of Canada, (.'onso- 
(piently there had lieon ii rush to secure 
loni'essions. .Ml suiiiiiier oruisors bad 
lieeii out loealiiifi the best tracts, and 
several iniiiiths n;ro they bad coniuieufi'd 
lo unive at the deparliiieiil fi) •.iblaiii li- 
censes, 'riic-e. in the ntuurn'. courso of 
events, bad lieen niarWed upon the de- 
partnienrs maps, tlie lilies beiut: drawn, 
not from the results of survey.s, but frani 
a knowledK" of the districts in i|UW- 
tioii .supplied liy tlie apidicauls. Tims 
tliev conid not bo considered alisoliitidy 
.•iceiirate. But, the Surveyor-General 
added, tlie avern;;e cruiser was able to 
1 eta in a reiniirUnbly correct idea of the 
country throngli wliich he traveled. T,'ho 
aumher of licenses issued in this way 
is so liirse thiit, in the words of Mr, Mc- 
Kay, "the map is plnatored from Bur- 
nini Inlet to Portland Canal." 

Timber in IntorioP 
How it was iiilendi'd to ;;et the tim- 
ber out of .SI. me of tlie interior sectionH, 
or even wliellier llie establi-shmut of in- 
ilusiries wu.-) coiUeuiplaled, the survejur 
-enerni could not stale. It was not Tcn- 
sonable to believe, lie said, that lliosc 
who bad a|)|dic!d imd <d)tailie(l ;ire-eiiiii- 
lions would nllow lliein to remain idle 
tor loiiK. in view id' tlie f.acr thnt in 
oiiliM- In i-eiain their |irivilo!,'os they 
wiiuld be r-n ed tn cniit rilcite ro.i,'iilar!.\- 
lo tlie iinivincial trca-airy. There i-ould 
be no diMilil that i-miic. at any rale, of

ihe uiouniaiiiM of lliis cniiiitry. 

Roads and Trails Needed 
Tbercfore surveyed lines would not 
help materially in tlio general ih.-volop- 
iiieiit. -Money could be niucli more pro- 
litnlily s]ieul on .siieli roads wlilch were, 
ill .sliort, absolutolv ,uecessary. \^ llio 
prcsi'iu moment, m.oic rough trails were 
needed hi the liulkley and that neigli- 
ti.irlioiid. These would cost a lot id' 
iiioney in coiistrneliiiii but, ultimately, 
the wni'k would he uiiderla ken. 

In iirepariuc kik'Ii a country as Ilrit- 
i.sli (,'ohuubiii for settlcnient, those ic- 
sponsible M'ere confronted wUh peculiar 
cuuditi<iu.s. It was not all plaiu sailing 
ns in other parts of the Dominion, liere 
n different policy had to be u.lopted. 
Last year the government had siieiit mn 
sidernble in stirveyiii;; nnd, in all prnh. 
ability, morn would be cxpemk'd iu the 
sanip dirpciion next year. .Mr. McKay 
believed he was safe in sayinj; thai sncii 
worl; wnnld never be taken tiji on such 
I a scab' in this seclimi, .\s he lia.l slated, 
lit wnald iiiiivi' tun cxiieii^ivc aiiil als.i 
1 was impraiticahle. The eoimlry en 
\ Im' settled and the naiurul resources 
veliipcd oil totally different luies.

Surveys Of Locations Already Made 
and Work on Beds to Be 
Commenced Shortly 



Capl, (.eoige \' . Willlaiiis, f.iniieily

.\cars mien sled ui oyster beds ui .Mas-

•St. .ionii, .New BrunswieU, have organ- 
ized the N'icloriu Ujsier (!c Fish com- 
pany, capitalized at .'jiiUO.UUO, and have 
acquired JUU acres in Ksiiuimalt liar- 
bor and other lca.ses from the Domin- 
ion government. 

Surveys of the locations secured by 
the cuiiipany have been iinide, as stated 
ill tlie.M- ciiUiiiiiis yesterday, and wnri; 
'.\'ill be c.iuiliicnced sliurlly in Jilsiiiiiiiiall 
liarb.u- in ilie planting of one of the 
largest oyster biMls on the eulire I'aiitic 
coast. Capl. \\'illiams, as uianaging 
director of the couiimny, will have 
charge id' the work. With Col. ilurk- 
liani, i)iesident, ho has been iiuietly i^" 
gaged in sounding nnd otherwise investi- 
gating till! conditions in Es<piiinalt liiu- 
hor on the western side, also at the Ks- 
iiuiiuiilt lagoon and Albert lletid lagouii. 
Tlic largest beds will be planted in Ms- 
liuiiuiilt hiirhor, where there is excellent 
shelter. 

I'aiu, Williams and nssociiites will 
lia\e iiractically a munuiiiily of the bi- 
valve tnide in the Northwest, and cxpeet 
In tiiid a large mark-et. not only on the 
I'ncilic const, but also in llie Canadian 
.N'ortb west. Spat for the beds will be 
brought from .Vow Haven, C'oiiu., and 
included ill the sliipineut will bo one. 
two and three-year-old oysters. Spat is 
usually planted at one year old and ma- 
tures at three years. The spat is ex- 
liected to increase 100 per cent in si/e 
each year, and at the end of four years 
the company expects to gather 5,000 
liushols of oysters from ouch ,1,000 bush- 
els of siiat planted. 

The site selected in'EEipiimalL harbor,, 
Iving northwest of the dry docls and iu 
the iieiLdOiofhood of the Kinpire cau- 
iierv. is" eousidered liv Capt. Williams 
to ill- the linesl for g:-owilig oysters he 
has ever seen. lie is niust optimistie 
with regard to the location <'hoseii. 
Theii' is notliiuK better, even iu the 
I-;ast. he savs. Troapectors for beds 
have been hiisv at intervals for nearly 
two vears, and looked at a vast niimlier 
of locations hefore ICsiinimalt hiirlior 
wa.« seleeted. The beds will be wi'll pro- 
tected not only from the sea swell, Init 
also from the tides.

Hurries Through Storm and Over Rough Ground, and De- 
spatches Quadra to Rescue of Captain and

Bark Coloma, from Everett for San 
Die; ;o with ()l,'»,tHJU feet of lumber, was 
tnially wreclied in the heavy gale which 
'blew at a velocity of Tli miles an hour 
olV llie N'aiicoiiver Island coast early 
y.'si rrday uiorniiig. 

The crow of Ihc steamer Quadra, iii- 
foriiied by .Mrs, Tliousas I'lilersoii of 
CapL' Hciile, of the ve,,scr,s pliglil, res- 
cued Capl.

lying. The shirni had disabled the telc- 
pii.iii.' and l.'k'grii|ih wires, ami the! 
pliglil of the men se.'ii iu the vessel's rig- 
ging, where an upUii ned cusi^'ii si-jinalled ] 
tlii ir desperate cun.lilioii. impelled her I 
to start out in the rain and wind on lb,.- I 
long jmiruey over nnigh grnnnd In seek [ 
iissislanee for tlie iiiif on una 1 es, Slarl- 
itig abniit daylight she reached Lhuiilield 
a I JO o'clock, after surmounting many 

dilliciilties. 

The crew 
had been called in the niKht to stand by 
In case it was found necessary to pre- 
vent the anchor from dragging in the 
heavy gale; and Capt. Hnckett got un- 
der way a -i sunn as the message willi 
wliieli >rrs, Palersun had struggled su 
liertiically over the trail, was jriveu. 
Quadra to the Rescue 

"Close in to Cape Beale there's a ship 
goinj,' asliore -ivith the crew in the rig- 
ging; bile's not more tliaa half a laile 
from shore," said Jlrs.

In ten minutes the 
gnvoriiiriont steamer was leaving her au- 
churage in Bamlicld Creek.

This iiisliuice is ciled not to suggest 
llial somethiiii; of the same kind should 
ho done here, heeause thai is uiineces- 
siiry, but simply as an ilhisl ra i inn of 
how Ihe reariii;; nf .:,'nnil Imrses was 
fniiiid piolilable in a localily, where ii 
is ailcnded wilh much greater expciis.; 
Ihaii here. 

It is very probable that llriiisli (.'nliiiii 
bia linrsos, other ihiuns being cpial, 
would possess exeeiitionally high ipial 
i>fus. On the ,\lliililic Coast uortlierly 
bred animals have been found as a rule 
Id possess greater stniuinn than those 
bred funlier south. Whether this ii due 
lo a colder climate or to the presence 
of certain qualities in grass and ^'laiii.

As a result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels niid re- 
fused adiuissiou to a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of suoli 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The dealii-roll from consumption In 
Caniida e.xeeeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and ill British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

'fhe number of persnns Invalided from 
cousumptioii is authoritatively estimated 
to he five times as Hrunt a.s the number 
of deatlia tlierefroin; therefore, wo/'fiavc 
some sixty tlionsand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Coluinbin. 

We have, tlierefere, before its the np- 
jmlling faet that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
uf thousaiulii of citizens who are in- 
capaeitnled by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
eause — and that a preveutable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking vary seriously. It is a 
responsibility toO Vast to be measured 
by mere ligures, or described in lucre 
languace. * 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. Tlie 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresli 
air, suitable food, re.st and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their elTiciency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
ill 11 sanitorium. 

A further nuvantage connected with 
such an institution is th.at the admis- 
sion of n patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the genera! 
eominunity ; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he i^r 
she is nil cdueatioiial centre of first im- 
portaiice, because the first principle iiii- 
prcsscd on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of nny- 
tbiiig about hiin which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, coiiia.ijiou ; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other liumnn being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the snni- 
torium. not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for contiiiiiiiig sn.'li eniitioii, but, 
because or his kiimvledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family mid general sur- 
rnuudings an educational inlliience infin- 
itely more efl'ective than all the litera- 
ture and argument-s of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions .ns to consumption arc 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an nccei)ted 
faet that coiisumiition is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
'I'hat being so, inaclion is. to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any ease, lo stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of liiiniaii licings. 

If Is proposed to biilld a sanltnriuni In 
firitisb Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local .socielles 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is Im- 
perative, ir we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantanionnt to beiug willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.
